PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, in 1995, the Cook County International Trade Partnership Program was started to promote 
trade and investment between Cook County and strategic Partner Regions around the world; and 

WHEREAS, in 1999, the Cook County Board established a formal International Sister-County 
agreement with the Cork County Council in Ireland to promote bilateral trade between the two regions; 
and 

WHEREAS, in 2000, the Cook County Partners with Ireland Committee was established; since that time, 
government officials and staff from Cook County and the Cork County Council, along with local 
volunteer members, have been working as International Trade Partners; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County and County Cork have worked together for more than a decade to develop 
and strengthen relations between companies, institutions, organizations and individual entrepreneurs in 
the sectors of Information Technology, Biotechnology, Tourism, Food, and Crafts/Family Business; and 

WHEREAS, partnership efforts relative to the Information Technology sector have resulted in a program 
offered by local IT associations in Cook County and County Cork to provide pro-bono office space and 
equipment use for business entrepreneurs interested in exploring and researching business opportunities 
or testing the economic climate in either region; and 

WHEREAS, partnership efforts relative to the Information Technology and Biotechnology sectors have 
resulted in a PhD level student exchange program between private and public universities and colleges in 
both Cook County and County Cork in the Life-Sciences and Information and Communication 
Technology areas at their partner institutions; and 
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WHEREAS, partnership efforts relative to the Tourism sector have resulted in the Cork County Tourism 
Board’s sponsorship of the Mercy Home for Boys and Girls Shamrocks for Kids St. Patrick’s Day event 
in Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, Mercy Home for Boys and Girls, established in 1887, is a privately funded charitable 
organization in Chicago, providing residential, aftercare and mentoring programs for more than 600 
children each year; and 

WHEREAS, during a 2009 Partnership Trade Mission, a group of delegates toured Mercy Home’s 
Jackson Boulevard campus inspiring Cork Tourism sector representatives John Kearney and Derry Cronin 
to organize a week long trip, for a group of Mercy’s young residents, to our Sister-County in Ireland; and 

WHEREAS, in August 2010, eight boys from Mercy Home traveled from Chicago to Baltimore, County 
Cork, Ireland to experience a week of outdoor adventure, team building and personal growth. The Mercy 
Home youth became skilled in snorkeling, sea kayaking, hiking, and deep sea fishing while being exposed 
to the best in Cork hospitality and Irish culture. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners, on behalf of the residents of Cook County, do hereby recognize and express Cook 
County’s sincere gratitude to our Sister County Partners, especially the Cork Tourism delegates, Cork 
businesses, and the Cork County Council for providing a once in a lifetime opportunity for the boys from 
Mercy Home who participated in this trip; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the President and the Cook County Board of Commissioners, 
recognize the Cook County Partners with Ireland Committee Chairman Bill Gainer and the Cook County

ELIMINATION OF CONTINGENCY FUNDS 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 34 Finance, Section 34- 
40, of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 34-40. Use Elimination of contingency funds by for Commissioners (018-890). 

(a) Contingency funds may shall not be provided to assist Commissioners in the execution of 
official duties . 
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€b. - Mileage logs, fuel receipts, and proof of payment for Financing costs associated 

with a vehicle used in the performance of official duties; 

&- Copies of travel documents; 

Or- Copies of cancelled checks; 

4- Course descriptions for qualified educational programs; 

©i- Receipts for or any other records related to expenses specified in this section. 

(A)- The Director of the Cook County Board of Ethics shall determine compliance with this 

section. 

(4)- The Secretary to the Board of Commissioners shall post the expenditure reports described 

in Subsection (b)(4) to a publicly accessible web page within 15 days of receipt. 

(T)- Monies expended from the contingency fund found not to be in compliance with the 

above guidelines shall be returned to Cook County. 

Effective date: This Amended Ordinance shall be in effect immediately upon adoption.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 
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ETHICS ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 2 Administration, 
Sections 2-580, 2-581 and 2-585, of the Cook County Code are hereby amended as follows: 

Subdivision II. Code of Ethical Conduct. 

Sec. 2-580. Post employment restrictions. 

(a) No former official or employee , nor any business or firm in which they have a financial 
interest, shall assist or represent any person other than the County in any judicial or administrative 
proceeding involving the County if the official or employee was counsel of record or participated 
personally and substantially in the proceeding during his or her term of office or employment. 

(b) No former official or employee , nor any business or firm in which they have a financial 
interest, shall assist or represent any person in any business transaction involving the County, if the 
official or employee participated personally and substantially in that transaction during his or her term of 
office or employment. 

(c) No former official or employee may, for a period of one two years after the termination 
of his or her term of office or employment, knowingly accept employment or receive compensation or 
fees for services from an employer if the employee or official, during the year immediately preceding 
termination of County employment and on behalf of the County, participated personally and substantially 
in the decision to award County contracts with a cumulative value of over $25,000.00 to the person or 
entity, or its parent or subsidiary. 

(d) The requirements of this section may be waived by the Board of Ethics if the Board of 
Ethics finds in writing that the County's negotiations and decisions regarding the procurement of the 
contract or contracts were not materially affected by any potential for employment of that official or 
employee by the employer. 

(e) This section applies only to persons who terminate an affected position on or after the 
effective date of this article. 

Sec. 2-581. Interest in County business. 

(a) No current elected official or employee shall have a financial interest in his or her own 
name or in the name of any other person in any contract, work or business of the County or in the sale of 
any article, whenever the expense, price or consideration of the contract, work, business or sale is paid 
with funds belonging to or administered by the County. No former elected official shall have a financial 
interest in his or her own name or in the name of any other person in any contract, work or business of the 
County or in the sale of any article, whenever the expense, price or consideration of the contract, work, 
business or sale is paid with funds belonging to or administered by the County for a period of two years 
after the termination of his or her term of office. Compensation for property taken pursuant to the 
County's eminent domain power shall net constitute a financial interest within the meaning of this section. 
Unless sold pursuant to a process of competitive bidding following public notice, no elected official or 
employee shall have a financial interest in the purchase of any property that: 

(T)- Belongs to the County; 

(2j- Is sold for taxes or assessments; or 
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(T)- Is sold by virtue of legal process at the suit of the County. 

(b) No appointed official shall engage in a transaction described in Subsection (a) of this 
section unless the matter is wholly unrelated to the appointed official's County duties and responsibilities. 

(c) For purposes of this section, the term "financial interest" shall net include the interest of 
the spouse of an official or employee which interest is related to the independent occupation, profession 
or employment of the spouse. 

Sec. 2-585. Limitations of contributions to candidates and elected officials. 


(a) No person who has done business with the County within the preceding four years or is 
seeking to do business with the County or is a lobbyist registered with the County shall make 
contributions in an aggregate amount exceeding $750.00: 


(1) 

To any candidate for County office or elected County official during a single 
candidacy; or 

(2) 

To an elected official of the government of the County during any nonelection 
year of his or her term. 

(3) 

To any local, state, or federal campaign committee that is controlled by, or 
established in support of, a candidate for County office or an elected County 
official. 

The combined effect of these provisions is intended to permit total contribution up to, but not 
exceeding, $1,500.00 in a year in which a candidacy occurs. A year, for purposes of this section, is from 
January 1 to December 31 of each year. 


(b) For purposes of Subsection (a) of this section, an entity and its subsidiaries, parent 
company or otherwise affiliated companies, and any of their employees, officers, directors and partners 
who make a political contribution for which they are reimbursed by the entity or its affiliates shall be 
considered a single person. However, nothing in this provision shall be construed to prohibit such an 
employee, officer, director or partner from making a political contribution for which he is not reimbursed 
by a person with whom he or she is affiliated, even if that person has made the maximum contribution 
allowed under Subsection (a) of this section . 

(c) Any contributions made under this section shall be reported as required by the Election 
Code, 10 ILCS 5/1-1 et seq. 

(d) For purposes of Subsection (a) of this section, "done business" or "doing business" means 
any one or any combination of sales, purchases, leases or contracts to, from or with the County or any 
County agency , including professional and managerial services, in excess of $10,000.00 $5,000.00 in any 
12-consecutive months. "Done business" or "doing business" also means representation involving real 
property assessments, property tax appeals, zoning matters, and property tax incentives in any 12 
consecutive months during the previous four years. 

(e) To the extent that the Zoning Board, Zoning Administrator, Board of Review and County 
Assessor may be covered by the provisions herein each shall provide notice of the ethics disclosure 
requirements as set forth above. The notice should include a statement that any attorney or tax 
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representative who has done business with any of these agencies in any 12 consecutive months during the 
previous four years as result, must adhere to the campaign contribution limitations set forth by the Cook 
County Ethics Ordinance. The Zoning Board, Zoning Administrator, Board of Review and County 
Assessor shall provide a list to the Board of Ethics, updated quarterly, of attorneys, law firms, and tax 
representatives filing appeals at their office. 

The Board of Ethics shall adopt such rules and regulations as necessary to implement this section. 

(f) For purposes of Subsection (a) of this section, "seeking to do business" means taking 
action within the past six 12 months to obtain a contract or business with the County when, if such action 
were successful, it would result in the person doing business with the County as defined in Subsection (d) 
of this section. 

(g) Any firm, or its officers, directors or partners, contracted by the County to provide financial 
audits of county finances are prohibited from making campaign contributions to any county official or 
candidate for county office. 

(h) Any firm, or its officers, directors or partners, contracted by the County to act as financial 
council, bond council, underwriter’s council, legal council, or financial manager for the issuance of any 
bond is prohibited from making campaign contributions to any county official or candidate for county 
office. 


(i) Any candidate for any county office or any current elected official in Cook County 
government shall return contributions found in excess of the limitations set forth in this section within 30 
days of notification from the Board of Ethics. Failure to return contributions within 30 days shall be a 
violation of this section and subject to fines under section 2-602(d). 

(i) For the purposes of Subsection (a), contributions to a candidate for County office or 
elected County official includes contributions to any non-County political funds under that individual’s 
name, therefore any contributions to a candidate’s or elected County official’s County political fund or 
non-County political fund shall be combined and counted as an aggregate amount towards a single 
maximum.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 
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GENERAL BUSINESS LICENSE ORDINANCE 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 54 Licenses Permits and 
Miscellaneous Business Regulations, Sections 54-391, 54-392 and 54-395 of the Cook Code are hereby 
amended as follows: 


ARTICLE X. GENERAL BUSINESS LICENSES 
Sec 54-391. License denial, non-renewal, suspension, & revocation. 

(a) Any County department or agency issuing citations pursuant to applicable Cook County 
Code of Ordinances shall have the authority to issue to the applicant or licensee a notice of violation 
recommending denial, non-renewal, suspension, or revocation of an applicant’s or licensee’s General 
Business License. 

(1) After issuing an authorized County department or agency issues a notice of violation 
recommending denial, non-renewal, suspension or closure to the licensee or applicant 
revocation to the applicant or licensee , a copy of this notice of violation, with the date 
and time of the Department of Revenue Hearing indicated on it, along with copies of the 
any documents supporting the above recommendation shall be forwarded to the 
Department of Revenue. The notice of violation and documents supporting the 
recommendation shall be “Prima Facie” or on its face legally sufficient to deny issuance, 
deny renewal, suspend or revoke the license, until disproved by documentary evidence. 

(2) The Director of Revenue or his or her designee shall have the authority to deny, renew, 
suspend, or revoke a General Business License issued under the provisions of this Article 
after affording the licensee or applicant a hearing and determining if he or she determined 
the applicant or licensee violated any Federal or State statue or any provision of the Cook 
County Code of Ordinances. 

(3) However, no General Business License shall be denied issuance or renewal, suspended, 
or revoked prior to affording the applicant or licensee notice and a hearing except after a 
License Administration Hearing publ ic hearing , with the The applicant or licensee shall 
be having been given written notice at least seven days prior to the date of the notice of 
said hearing , where the Director of Revenue or his or her designee shall make a 
determination based on the evidence documentation provided by both the applicant or 
licensee and the Dcpartmcnt(s) issuing the citation. The Director of Revenue or his or her 
designee may upon a show of good cause grant the applicant or licensee one continuance. 
The Director of Revenue or his or her designee shall have the right to authorize the 
examination of the books and records of any applicant or licensee who appears before 
him or her for a Determination Hearing. 

(4) If the Director of Revenue or his a designee determines, after the License Administration 
Hearing a public hearing, that the license shall be denied, not renewed, suspended, or 
revoked, a written notice of determination and order to close the applicant or licensee’s 
business, pursuant to Section 54-393 of this Article, shall be issued to shall prepare an d 
is sue a written determination informin g the applicant or licensee that the Department of 
Revenue, with the assistance of and the Sheriff. The Department of Revenue, with the 
assistance of the Sheriff pursuant to Section 54 - 393 of this Article , will immediately 
close the business. 


(5) If the An applicant or licensee who disagrees with the determination issued by the 
Director of Revenue or his or her designee^die may file an appeal, the Notice of 
dDetermination by the Department of Revenue at and for an administrative hearing, to be 
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conducted by with the Cook County Department of Administrative Hearings in 
accordance with Cook County Code of Ordinances, Chapter 2, Administration, Article 
IX, Administrative Hearings their procedures (Cook County Code of Ordinances, Article 
IX. Sec. 2 - 901 et. seq.) If the applicant or licensee does not appeal the determination of 
t he Department of Revenue or fdes an appeal but fails to appear at an administrative 
h earing then the Notice of Determination issued by the Director of Revenue or his or her 
d esignee will remain in effect and the business will remain closed T The filing of an appeal 
does not stop or prevent the physical closing of the applicant or licensee’s business. The 
business shall remain closed unless an order to reopen is issued by the Department of 
Administrative Hearings or the Cook County Circuit Court 

(6) If after the administrative hearing the Department of Administrative Hearings determines 
the license shall be denied, not renewed, suspended or revoked the Department of 
Administrative Hearings shall immediately prepare and issue , by registered mail, a 
written determination informing the applicant or licensee that within 30 days of receipt of 
that registered letter, the Sheriff will be notified, pursuant to Section 5J - 393 of this 
Article, to close the business the Notice of Determination issued by the Director of 
Revenue or his designee is upheld and the business will remain closed. 

(7) If the An applicant or licensee disagrees with who wishes to appeal the determination of 
the Cook County Department of Administrative Hearings then he has 35 days to must 
provide written notice to the Department of Administrative indicating an appeal has been 
filed with the Circuit Court pursuant to Sec. 2-917 of this Code. 

(8) If after the administrative hearing the Department of Administrative Hearings issues a 
written determination indicating the license shall not be denied, suspended, revoked, or 
shall be renewed, the license shall be reinstated in accordance with Department of 
Revenue policy or procedures. However, a determination issued by the Department of 
Administrative Hearings in favor of the applicant or licensee does not forfeit the 
Department of Revenue’s right to file an appeal with the Circuit Court, 

(b) The license of any person who has failed to pay any fine, assessment of costs or other 
sum of money owed to the County pursuant to an order of the Department of Revenue, an order of the 
Department of Administrative Hearings or a court order, by the due date indicated in the order, or within 
30 calendar days of becoming a debt due and owing may be suspended by the Department of Revenue, in 
accordance with its rules and after affording a hearing. The license shall be suspended until such time 
that the fine, assessment of costs or other sum of money has been fully paid. 

(c) A Person whose license has been denied renewal, suspended or revoked may seek re¬ 
issuance or reinstatement of the license the in accordance with procedures prescribed by Department of 
Revenue 

Sec. 54-392. License not required. 

(a) A General Business License shall not be required in unincorporated Cook County if the 
Person, doing business in Cook County as defined in this Ordinance, is: 

(1) Required to obtain a County business license pursuant to any other County ordinance or 
regulation, or 

(2) exempt by any Federal or State law or County ordinance, or 
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(201) — Social Worker, Temporary Licensed 

(202) — Speech Language Pathologist 

(203) — Speech Language Pathologist, Assistant 
(20A) — Speech - Language Pathology Temporary 

(205) — Speech/Audiology Continuing Education Sponsor 

(206) — Surgical Assistant 

(207) — Surgical Technologist

Bernard Hospital and Health Care Center, the Children’s Clinic in Oak Park, Heartland International 
Health Center, Illinois State Dental Society, Illinois Society of Pediatric Dentists, I-FLOSS, the ARC of 
Illinois, March of Dimes, Chicago Dental Society, Rogers Park Oral Health Advisory and many others 
which represent thousands of Cook County residents and are dedicated to bringing equitable dental care;

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Department of Public Health shall collect a 
complete inventory of county dental services including clinic locations, hours of operation, a list of staff 
at each location, salary/hourly compensation of each employee, number of patients served, population 
served, length of time a patient must wait to see a dentist for general care and specialty care, procedures 
performed, clinics closed in the last ten years, including clinic location, date opened and date closed, and 
remaining inventory; and report back to the County Board within 45 days of the passage of this 
Resolution.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 


BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 2 Administration, 
Section 2-570, Section 2-573, Section 2-580, Section 2-581 and Section 2-585, of the Cook County Code 
are hereby amended as follows: 


Subdivision 11. Code of Ethical Conduct. 

Sec. 2-570. Current and former elected officials; employment restrictions. 

(a) Employment restrictions for current County elected officials. 

(1) No elected official shall accept other employment which will impair his or her 



independence of judgment in the exercise of official duties. 

(2) 

No elected official shall accept other employment which will impair his or her 


ability to perform County duties and responsibilities. 

Q) 

Beginning January 1, 2011, no elected official shall be registered as a lobbyist, be 


employed as lobbyist, or represent any individual or entity, other than Cook 
County, for the purpose of lobbying any local, state or federal official. 

(b) Employment restrictions for former County elected officials. 

(1) No former elected official, nor any business or firm in which they have a 
financial interest, shall assist or represent any person other than the County in 
any judicial or administrative proceeding involving the County if the elected 
official was counsel of record or participated personally and substantially in the 
proceeding during his or her term of office. No former elected officials, or any 
business or firm in which they have a financial interest shall receive any 
compensation or reimbursement, for a period of two years after the termination 
of his or her term of office, for assisting or representing the County in any 
judicial or administrative proceeding. 

(2) No former elected official, nor any business or firm in which they have a 
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Financial interest, shall assist or represent any person in any business transaction 
involving the County, if the elected official participated personally and 
substantially in that transaction during his or her term of office. 

(3) No former elected official may, for a period of two years after the termination of 
his or her term of office, knowingly accept employment or receive compensation 
or fees for services from an employer if the elected official, during the year 
immediately preceding the termination of his or her term of office, on behalf of 
the County, participated personally and substantially in the decision to award 
County contracts with a cumulative value of over $25,000.00 to the person or 
entity, or its parent or subsidiary. 

(4) The requirements of this section may be waived by the Board of Ethics if the 
Board of Ethics finds in writing that the County's negotiations and decisions 
regarding the procurement of the contract or contracts were not materially 
affected by any potential for employment of that elected official by the employer. 

(51 This section applies only to persons who terminate an affected position on or 
after the effective date of this section. 


Sec. 2-573. Dual employment. 

(a) No official or employee shall accept other employment which will impair his or her 
independence of judgment in the exercise of official duties. 

(b) No official or employee shall accept other employment which will impair his or her 
ability to perform County duties and responsibilities. 

(cl Beginning January 1, 2011, no official or employee shall be registered as a lobbyist, be 
employed as lobbyist, or represent any individual or entity, other than Cook County, for the purpose of 
lobbying any local, state or federal official. 

Sec. 2-580. Post employment restrictions. 

(a) No former official or employee , nor any business or firm in which they have a financial 
interest, shall assist or represent any person other than the County in any judicial or administrative 
proceeding involving the County if the official or employee was counsel of record or participated 
personally and substantially in the proceeding during his or her term of office or employment. 

(b) No former official or employee , nor any business or firm in which they have a financial 
interest, shall assist or represent any person in any business transaction involving the County, if the 
official or employee participated personally and substantially in that transaction during his or her term of 
office or employment. 

(c) No former official or employee may, for a period of one two years after the termination 
of his or her term of office or employment, knowingly accept employment or receive compensation or 
fees for services from an employer if the employee or official, during the year immediately preceding 
termination of County employment and on behalf of the County, participated personally and substantially 
in the decision to award County contracts with a cumulative value of over $25,000.00 to the person or 
entity, or its parent or subsidiary. 
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(d) The requirements of this section may be waived by the Board of Ethics if the Board of 
Ethics finds in writing that the County's negotiations and decisions regarding the procurement of the 
contract or contracts were not materially affected by any potential for employment of that official or 
employee by the employer. 

(e) This section applies only to persons who terminate an affected position on or after the 
effective date of this article. 

Sec. 2-581. Interest in County business. 

(a) No current elected official or employee shall have a financial interest in his or her own 
name or in the name of any other person in any contract, work or business of the County or in the sale of 
any article, whenever the expense, price or consideration of the contract, work, business or sale is paid 
with funds belonging to or administered by the County. No former elected official shall have a financial 
interest in his or her own name or in the name of any other person in any contract, work or business of the 
County or in the sale of any article, whenever the expense, price or consideration of the contract, work, 
business or sale is paid with funds belonging to or administered by the County for a period of two years 
after the termination of his or her term of office. Compensation for property taken pursuant to the 
County's eminent domain power shall set constitute a financial interest within the meaning of this section. 
Unless sold pursuant to a process of competitive bidding following public notice, no elected official or 
employee shall have a financial interest in the purchase of any property that: 

(4)- Belongs to the County; 

(2)- Is sold for taxes or assessments; or 

(T)- Is sold by virtue of legal process at the suit of the County. 

(b) No appointed official shall engage in a transaction described in Subsection (a) of this 
section unless the matter is wholly unrelated to the appointed official's County duties and responsibilities. 

(c) For purposes of this section, the term "financial interest" shall net include the interest of 
the spouse of an official or employee which interest is related to the independent occupation, profession 
or employment of the spouse. 

Sec. 2-585. Limitations of contributions to candidates and elected officials. 

(a) No person who has done business with the County within the preceding four years or is 
seeking to do business with the County or is a lobbyist registered with the County shall make 
contributions in an aggregate amount exceeding $750.00: 

(1) To any candidate for County office or elected County official during a single 
candidacy; or 

(2) To an elected official of the government of the County during any nonelection 
year of his or her term. 

(3) To any local, state, or federal campaign committee that is controlled by, or 
established in support of, a candidate for County office or an elected County 
official. 
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The combined effect of these provisions is intended to permit total contribution up to, but 
not exceeding, $1,500.00 in a year in which a candidacy occurs. A year, for purposes of this section, is 
from January 1 to December 31 of each year. 

(b) For purposes of Subsection (a) of this section, an entity and its subsidiaries, parent 
company or otherwise affiliated companies, and any of their employees, officers, directors and partners 
who make a political contribution for which they are reimbursed by the entity or its affiliates shall be 
considered a single person. However, nothing in this provision shall be construed to prohibit such an 
employee, officer, director or partner from making a political contribution for which he is not reimbursed 
by a person with whom he or she is affiliated, even if that person has made the maximum contribution 
allowed under Subsection (a) of this section. 

(c) Any contributions made under this section shall be reported as required by the Election 
Code, 10 1LCS 5/1-1 et seq. 

(d) For purposes of Subsection (a) of this section, "done business" or "doing business" means 
any one or any combination of sales, purchases, leases or contracts to, from or with the County or any 
County agency , including professional and managerial services, in excess of $10,000.00 $5,000.00 in any 
12-consecutive months. "Done business" or "doing business" also means representation involving real 
property assessments, property tax appeals, zoning matters, and property tax incentives, the total fees of 
which earned or accrued by a person exceed $10,000.00 $5,000.00 in any 12 consecutive months during 
the previous four years. 

(e) To the extent that the Zoning Board, Zoning Administrator, Board of Review and County 
Assessor may be covered by the provisions herein each shall provide notice of the ethics disclosure 
requirements as set forth above. The notice should include a statement that any attorney or tax 
representative who has done business with any of these agencies and earned or accrued greater than 
$10,000.00 $5,000.00 in any 12 consecutive months during the previous four years as result, must adhere 
to the campaign contribution limitations set forth by the Cook County Ethics Ordinance. 

The Board of Ethics shall adopt such rules and regulations as necessary to implement this 

section. 


(f) For purposes of Subsection (a) of this section, "seeking to do business" means taking 
action within the past six 12 months to obtain a contract or business with the County when, if such action 
were successful, it would result in the person doing business with the County as defined in Subsection (d) 
of this section. 

(g) For the purposes of Subsection fa), contributions to a candidate for County office or 
elected County official includes contributions to any non-County political funds under that individual’s 
name, therefore any contributions to a candidate’s or elected County official’s County political fund or 
non-County political fund shall be combined and counted as an aggregate amount towards a single 
maximum.

For contaminate 
concentrations which are of low levels, Tier 1 residential remediation, the IEPA allows for their 
remaining in place subject to certain conditions which are, in part, that pumping of potable water in the 
location be prohibited, that excavators in the location be informed of the proscribed status for material 
handling and that any excavated material be properly disposed. The IEPA requirements also call for these 
Agreements to, by reference, be recorded against the property. 

The location listed as subject for Highway Authority Agreements is, in part, located along a County 
highway and so being, the County has control of the right-of-way through the Highway Department 
Permit Office. The County, by executing the Agreement, will agree to restrict the extraction of potable 
water from this location, inform Permittees of the proscribed status of the referenced location and require 
that Permittees properly dispose of excavated soil. 

The Agreement further indemnifies and holds the County harmless from liabilities and damages arising 
from the petroleum contamination; as well as makes provisions for reimbursement of expenses incurred 
by the County should the Highway Department be required in the course of normal maintenance to 
expose and dispose of contaminated soils.

In 
addition, increases in the cost of supply items, along with the need to purchase large amounts 
of CDs, DVDs, and print cartridges as a result of technological advances and the increased 
use of videotaped interrogations, has caused us to spend more for office supplies than was 
originally projected.

1. On what date did it become apparent that the receiving account would require an infusion of funds 
in order to meet current obligations? What was the balance in the account on that date, and what 
was the balance 30 days prior to that date? 

250-268: Although we have had concerns about this account for most of the year, by July 31 the 
balance was down to $72,404.00, clearly indicating the need for a transfer. On June 30 the balance 
was $191,367.00. 

250-350: Although this account does not currently have a negative balance, after reviewing the 
July 31 Trial Balance, our projections indicated the need for additional funds. At that point the 
balance was $109,114.00. On June 30 the balance was $162,358.00. 

2. How was the account used for the source of transferred funds identified? List any other accounts 
that were also considered (but not used) as the source of the transferred funds. 

Accounts 217, 225, 240, 260, 263, 441: After reviewing the August 30 balances, and projecting 
expenses through the end of the fiscal year, we have identified these accounts as having sufficient 
surplus for transfer. 

3. Identify any projects, purchases, programs, contracts, or other obligations that will be deferred, 
delayed, or canceled as a result of the reduction in available spending authority that will result in 
the account that funds are transferred from. 
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None. 

4. If the answer to the above question is “none” then please explain why this account was originally 
budgeted in a manner that caused an unobligated surplus to develop at this point in the fiscal year. 

250-217: This account is used for the travel expenses of witnesses brought in from out of town to 
testify, and for the extradition of prisoners from other jurisdictions. Expenses this year have been 
10% to 15% lower than originally anticipated, resulting in this surplus. 

250-232: Postage expenses have been somewhat lower than previous years, at least partly due to 
the increased use of electronic media. 

250-240: Improvements in our IT capabilities have allowed us to do more of our printing in-house. 
In addition, we have recognized significant savings by using the Cook County Digital Graphics 
Department in place of private vendors. 

250-260: With the exception of our Drug Diversion and Education Program, which accounts for 
the majority of spending from this line item, in 2010 we virtually eliminated the use of outside 
providers of professional services, resulting in this surplus. 

250-263: This account provides for the hiring of outside counsel, primarily in civil cases where 
special expertise is required or where potential conflicts of interest may exist. It is difficult to 
predict these cases in advance, and 2010 costs have been slightly lower than original estimates. 

250-441: In April of 2010 we went live with our new Ciber Law Elite CRIMES Case Management 
System. Although we originally budgeted the first year of the contractual maintenance and support 
for this system in 2010, since our final acceptance of the system did not take place as early as 
expected, the annual payments will not begin until 2011.
